A very repre» ntai iVe meeting of 
the McGill Oriental .Society listened 
with much interest to a lecture given 
last evening before the McGill Ori- 
ental Society. In dealing with the 
subject of "Siamese Medicine," the 
lecturer, Br. Fyshe, showed himself 
thoroughly conversant with the na- 
tive habits and methods. During his 
stay in the country Br. Fyshe was 
surgeon to the police force at Bang 
Kok. 

He referred briefly to the state of 
transition through which the Siamese 
are passing. Medicine is taught with 
absolute disregard to the principles 
of anatomy, For instance, the heart 
is considered the organ of thought, 
pure and simple. He touched on the 
fear that the people possess of evil 
spirits. They believe in the healing 
power of medicines, most of which 
are taken from the vegetable King- 
dom. Some faith is also plncod in 
tin' healing virtues of things derived 
from the animal kingdom. For In- 
stance for medicinal purposes the 
heart of a cobra would fetch as much 
as a dollar. If a cure fails the cause 
is attributed to the inlluenee of evil 
spirits or Wizards. Mention was 
made of the great amount of persua- 
sion necessary to indue:' a native to 

go through an operation. Reference 
wan being made to the inlluenee of 
Buddhism, the religion of the land, 
upon Siamese medicine. The speaker 
referred to the various classes of 
physicians and 10 the difficulty of in. 
troduclng European ideas. The lec- 
ture concluded with a few remarks on 
the Inlluenee of Indian culture on the 
people, 

III. Fyshe then had a number of 
slides shown of scenes of interest in 
and around the city of Bang Kok. 
Special reference was made to the 
Chinese element in the architecture 
nf the country.

The power 
generation statii n at Lnchine was re- 
ferred to as being originally designed 
for factory purposes, only it after- 
wards changed to a generator sta- 
tion. After an inspection of the 
drawings which Mr. McDcrmott had 
brought, a hearty vote id thanks 
was proposed and passed after which 
the Club settled down to discuss busi- 
ness. 

The business before the Club was 
that the F.lertrical Club should take 
a lead in following the advice of the 
Daily with regard to the amalgama- 
tion of all the small clubs.

Premier Whitney of Ontario is reported as viewiug 
with alarm the suggested introduction of actual party 
politics into the University of Toronto by the Under- 
graduates of that seat of learning. It would be inter- 
esting to hear what comments he would have to make 
upon the fact that both the Liberal and Conservative 
parties here intend forming permanent political clubs 
along party lines 

The Daily cannot see any urgent uecessity for such a 
step. Surely the Mock Parliament provides enough 
scope for our embryo politicians. That anything will be 
gained of real benefit to the undergraduates at large or 
the University itself seems very doubtful; that trouble 
and dissension among ourselves may upon occasion arise 
therefrom is not beyond the bounds of possibility. 

The would be organizers of the Conservative Club 
claim, that, by the introduction of their club here, a 
means is being placed at the disposal of the students 
for getting into closer touch with the political world 
and of developing their political thoughts and ideas. 

The Liberals will no doubt advance the same argu- 
ment. It may be so, but we doubt very much whether 
these clubs would really have a broadening influence. A 
more probable result would be the strengthening of 
party bias, of which, to our thinking, there is already 
far too much here. 

The suggested Clubs may indeed inculcate a fuller 
understanding of political ideas. That they will in any 
way tend to promote the holding of lofty political 
ideals, we very much doubt. In regard to this matter 
we cau in all siucerety advocate a policy of "let well 
enough alone'. 

* * * * * 

As yet at McGill there seems to be little reason why 
undergraduate activities should be limited in any way. 
We are far behind the larger American Universities in 
respect to the number of these. On the whole 
no necessity for emulating in this 
across the border. 

In the States the various extra curriculum activities 
are taken far more seriously than they are here. There 
is a greater number of Clubs and Student organizations 
and the excellence of some of these and their produc- 
tions is remarkable. Certainly at McGill it would be 
next to impossible to publish a humorous magazine in 
any way equal to the standard set by the Cornell Widow 
or the Pennsylvania Punch Bowl; and as for producing 
a musical comedy,— well, the br,st we have been able to 
do in that line so far has been a vaudeville show of 
only very moderate quality. 

The Americans, too, are far ahead of us in regard to 
the attention paid to athletics. There are of course, a 
number of reasons for this, but it is a fact that they 
take more pains with their athletics than we do. The 
remarkable progress made by their hockey teams bears 
ample witness to this. 

We can therefore readily understand the idea in lim- 
iting these activities as they must have a great tendency 
to distract attention from academic work. They un- 
doubtedly also interfere with it to a certain extent here 
but not in such a measure as to call for restrictions of 
any nature. The time for such action may however be 
close at hand.

Summer Resetters will Derive II 
Many Benefits 



The former erroneous impression 
that forest reserves are areas set a- 
part by the government to he reserv- 
ed from use and development is giv- 
ing way to the correct view that 
they arc for the general use of the 
public. 

The Dominion Forestry Branch is 
desirous of spreading this idea a 
broad, and with this end in view has 
inaugurated the policy ,,f surveying 
summer resort lots around convenient 
lakes in forest reserves. These lots 
are ,,f two kinds, viz building lots 
and. camping lots, .so that the de- 
mands of both cottagers and camp- 
ers may be met. Such pits ale leas- 
id t,i the public f 0 r a term of years 
at a very nominal llgttro, 

It is hoped thai in tins way a 
start may be made in bringing to the 

public » realization of the opportuni- 
ties and advantages which the reser- 
vation of these great areas of the 
public domain affords the country at 
large, 

A good example ,,f such a resort is 
Keen in British Columbia where a site 
has been laid out at Trout Lake, in 
the I .one Lake forest reserve. This 
réserve is situated in the Kamloops 
district of the Railway Belt, 

Trout Lake, at an altitude of 4100 
feet is an ideal retreat for the resid- 
ents of the towns and cities of the 
Dry Belt. Here they may escape the 
oppressive heat and drought of the 
summer season, and at the Same time 
enjoy some of the linest Ashing to be 
had anywhere in Canada. Already 
many people have secured building 
lots, and it is expected that in a 
very short time „ large and flourish- 
ing summer colony will he establish 
ed at this point.
